Gardening Time! 
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New Hospital 
Addition Filled 
On First Day 


Filled to capacity on its first 
Gay of service, the new Charles 
V. Barr pavilion of the San An- 
tonio Community. hospital was oc- 
cupied for the first time this morn- 
ing. 

Started some months ago to 
meet the community’s demand, 
the addition was opened today, but 
there will be no “formal, opening”, 
Dr. A. A. Aita, hospital admin- 
istrator, characterized the new ad- 
dition as a natural development 
in the hospital's record in that the 
institution responds to the cogm- 
munity’s needs. 

“A survey was recently made in 
which it was revealed the hos- 
pital serves a population of about 
35,000," Dr. Aita explained. 

“The new addition was made 
necessary by the steady growth 
in the area,” he continued. “This 
is no far-time expediency. 

“IT am firmly convinced that res- 
idents in a rural community are 
cntitled to the finest hospital care 
and it has been our objective to 
help this area attain all the ad- 
vantages possible.” 

While expressing appreciation 
yor the keen public interest shown 
in the new addition, Dr, Aita an- 
nounced that no formal opening 
would be held due to the pressing 
need for use of the patients’ rooms. 

Due to the general appearance, 
some people may get the impres- 
sion that the new ‘pavilion has its 
own entrance, but Dr. Aita em- 
phasized that the _ institution’s 
main entrance will be used for all 
the building. Visitors can obtain 
admittance only through the pres- 
ent entrance. 

The new addition was named as 
an honor to Charles V. Barr, long- 
time president of the hospital trus- 
tees. Mr. Barr has been vitally 
interested in the rapid develop- 
ment of the institution for many 
years and his fellow-trustees voted 
to honor their faithful leader. by 
giving the new addition his name.

Being Torn Down 


R: E, Fyle, local resident, today 
started work with a crew of men 
on the task of tearing down the 
old Hayden residence located at 
the corner of Third avenue ana 
East Ninth street, just across from 
the postoffice. Mr. Pyle has pur- 
chased the ancient structure from 
the Western Amusement company. 
The company plans to construct a 
modern new theater on the corner 
which will be a credit to a metro- 
politan city. 

Mr. Fyle had hoped to move the 
home intact, but because of build- 
ing restrictions it was impossible 
to do thet and he decided to tear 
it down and utilize the lumber for 
construction purposes. The old 
home has 13 rooms with high 
ceilings and. an old fashioned stair- 
case winding up to the upper 
floor. Much redwood was used in 
“the building and most of the ma-~ 
terial can be salvaged by Mr. Pyle. ; 

The home was built in 1905 and 
at one time was considered one 
of the show places of Upland. In 
later years because of inoccupancy 
it has gone in a state of disrepair 
$o that its removal from the busi 
ness section will add to the ap- 
pearance of the city.

Of Upland Voters; Unidentified Men 





Bill Hamilton, 14, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Melvin Hamilton, 314

night the victim of an assault by 
two men a8 he entered his home 
after returning from a Boy Scout 
meeting. 

Ycung Hamilton arrived at his 
home about 0:10 p.m, His parent« 
had gone for the evening and. they 
thought that he had a key to the 
house, The key was in the po3- 
session of his sister. Lifting the 
window sash of the living room 
the lad climbed through. As he 
entered the room in the dim light 
from the French doors, he saw-a 
man standing near the fireplace. 
Turning to run for a light switch 
he saw another man. Then he was 
struck to the fioor and the assail- 
ants ran from the front door, being 
able to emerge because of the 
nizht lock 

Bill suffered a bloody nose, 4 
swollen eye and facial bruis?s hut 
ctherwise was not hurt. He im. 
mediately called friends of his par 
ents, who notified the police at 
once. 

The Hamilton family had just 
moved to the home and had nét 
straightened out their effects, so 
it was difficult to ascertain wheth- 
er or not anything had been dis. 
turbed. It is believed that the men 
had only been in the house a shor! 
time when they were surprised by 
the bcy. The Hamiltons had lef 
about 8:45 to visit some relatives 

No description was possible, as 
the action was so fast the youth 
could not get a good look at his 
attackers. No tracks were founc 
around the house, and identifica
